On 5-13-61;, SA Wofford and SA Hewlett interviewed Mrs. Ruth Klause at ha^ 
place of employment, Union Bankers Insurance Co., 2551 53 ir, St.,~l)aila's I-'rs " 
Klause agreed to _ accompany us to the Secret Service Office, Dallas, so* that .we 
might talk in private. This arrangement was also acceptable to her employer. 

SAIC Sorrels and SA Hewlett interviewed Mrs. Ruth Klause at the’ Dallas 
Secret Service Office. Kirs. Klause readily admitted that she and her husband, 
Robert Klause, printed the "Wanted for- Treason" leaflets at Lettercraft Printing 
Co., 2ol5 Oak Lawn, Dallas, late one evening. Mrs. Klause said that she was un- 
ab_e to recall the date that the leaflets were printed and that she has been trv- 
ing to remember the date for the last few days since we had teen talkinv with her 
husband and she knew that \ie vjoula mors than likely be talking with herT Krs. 
Klause said that she did not S33 the copy that the text of the leaflet was taken 
fror.i and that she only saw the negatives of President Kennedy 1 s picture.. Mrs. 
KJ.au se said that she did not know for sure inhere the negatives uere made but 
assumed that her husband had the negatives made at Monk Bros, as that was uhere

pnnuso _o,000 copies; of the leaflet,, When they completed printing the 
eai._et she said they packed them into twe boxes and left them in a storeroom at 
L3uo3rcraf o. she and her husband then went home and she said she never sa» the 
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leaflets again. However, she said she kept one sample copy which she later 
destroyed .after the assassination. She said her husband talks*’- very little and 
that he never told her for whom he printed the leaflets. She said that she asked 
him when she first saw the leaflet who it was for and her husband told her that 
it was none of her business. 


Mrs. [Clause said that she did not knew the price of the job but -estivated . ' ' 
it to be about $60. She said a few days after they printed the leaflet?* that * 
her husband gave her $20. She said her reason for helping print the leaflets 
was because she needed the money and that she thought the "//anted for Treason” 
leaflet was a. joke until the President was assassinated. :

lihile Hrs. Klause was being interviewed at the Secret Service Office' Dallas, 
her husband, Robert Klause, came into the office and said that he wanted to tell 
the story about the Wanted for Treason” leaflet. Mrs. Klause said that she did 
not want her husband to knew that she had talked with us and she was escorted out 
of the office throxigh a back door. 

SAIC Sorrel^ SA -Patterson ar rie r interviewed Robe e in the 

Dallas Secret S-invace Office. Roleert Klause identified his customer as Mr. ’ 
Robert A^_ Surre y, 3 g06_ Linde n wood, D allas. Texa s. feOeph o ne LA 6-77>»l . JIe_siuUl— 
Surrey was a salesman for the Johnston ^Printin g Co-., 2 J3d' ”c,ri.h Dallas, 

Texas ^_tela phorg JCA^ 3-6191. ^Klau^e said that Surrey came to him and said that 
he had a print he wanted him tc do for him. Klause ‘agreed to do the 
job for $.*40 and Sxurrey provided two pictures from a magazine and tho text copy 
on what printers call a !, railrcad board”. Klause was unable to make a negative 
of the, magazine pictures and took them tc Monk Bros, to be photographed. Klause 
himself shot a photograph of the text copy on the camera at Lettercraft Printing 
Company . Klause then made the plate from the negatives that Monk Bros, had made 
and the negatives that he had made. Klause said that he printed the leaflets by 
himself late one evening, and Mr. Surrey picked the leaflets up the next evening. 

. Klause said that Surrey told him that he, Surrey, had a customer who wanted 
these printed up and that he, Surrey, could not handle the job. Surrey never 
did name the individual for whom he was placing the order. 

Robert Klause said that the leaflets vie re printed about a week or maybe two 
weeks before the assassination and his wife, Ruth Klause, said that it was about 
throe weeks prior tc the assassination, of forts were made to more accurately 
oe ter mane the date, but Mr. and Mrs. Klaus j were unable to do so. 

Me?. Klause said that to the best of his memory he printed £,000 copies cf 
the leaflet. Mrs. Klause said that to the best cf her memory they printed 
10,000 copies of the leaflet. 

The interviews with Mr. and Mrs. Klause were recorded on. a portable dicta- ' 
phone and the bolts are being held in the files at Dallas.

U te tmarican Eagle Publishing Company p ublished a book containing- the news 
stories^from the Dallas Tires Herald and the Dallas Horning Hews. The back _ 
cover of this book contained a letter on the letterhead of "American Eagle 
Publishing Company" and was signed by Robert A. Surrey, President American 
Bagla publishing Company. This book which sells for $6.00 was distributed by 
the American Book Store Company, 693 0 Snyder Plaza, Dallas 5, Texas. 

The American Eagle Publishing Company is believed to be controlled by ^ 
General Edwin Walker. Lt, Jack.Revill, Criminal Intelligence Section, Dallas 
Police Department, reports that he has received numerous complaints that the 
American Eagle Publishing Company is anti-Jewish, anti-negro, etc. Lt. Revill 
reports that some organizations from the opposite end of the spectrum try to 
keep tab on what the American Eagle Publishing Co. is doing. For this reason, . 
it is possible that Mr. Surrey did not want to priht the "Wanted for Treason" 
leaflets at the American Eagle Publishing Company.
